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B.C, bans killer whale capture 


An immediate and total ban 
on the capturing of killer 
whales In RC. w-as imposed 
Friday by Recreation and 
Conservation Minister Jack 
Radford. 

Radford said the province 
takes the view that killer 
whales within territorial 
waters are the property the 
province. (See also Page 38). 

He said the opinion was 
derived from a combination of 
English law which holds that 
whales bek>mt to the Crown 
by royal prerogative and con¬ 
temporary case law to the ef¬ 
fect that proprietary right in 
water and fish over ■ the 
seabed is vested in the Crown. 

The minister said a brief 
presented by the Greenpeace 
Foundation had been of great 
•assistance in helping him ar-

rive at his decision. Tf\e brief 
pointed out that harvesting 
levels for the whales were 
neither morally nor biologi¬ 
cally justifiaUe. 

•'There are a number of 
issues at stake here," Rad¬ 
ford said. "First, recent infor- 
n>atk>n suggests that capture 
at recent levels may be 
seriously affecting the surviv¬ 
al of die killer w^ale. Second¬ 
ly, there, is considerable doubt 
in my mind that capture for 
display purposes slR^ld con¬ 
tinue when the survival rate 


of captured whiles appears to 
be so low. 

"Finally, 1 feel there are 
questions to be answered in 
regard to resixinsibility for 
the killer whale ^hich is. in 
fact, a mammal" 

Radford commended the 
Greenpeace F'oundation for its 
efforts in bringing the killer 
whale issue to the govern¬ 
ment’s attention. "These ac¬ 
tions are extremely important 
because they force govern¬ 
ment to re-examine policies 


thni niav have simply been 
taken for granted." 

He said it ^ was important 
that "in matters such as 
these, we must be as honest 
about what we don't know as 
what we do know. With so 
many questions being raised 
tlie only loglcl course of ac¬ 
tion is that of a moratorium 
on killer whale capturing until 
the status of whale popula¬ 
tions can be adequately es- 
lalished." 

Provincial tenitorial waters 
are defined as inlets and bays 
between an imaginary line 
running from headland to 
headland. Whale capturing 
could still continue out on the 
ocean. 

A spokesman for Radford’s 
department explained that the

Pedder whale 
fate uncertain

A killei’ whale held cartive irk Pedder Bay since 
Aug. 19 must be shipped dh-Weefl Tuesday and al¬ 
lowed to join its pod on the west coast of Vancou¬ 
ver Island near Barkley Sound. 

While a moratorium on whale capture imposed 
FHday may not be enforced reli-oactiyely, a spokes¬ 
man for the provincial reercation and conservation 
department said the fate of the whale slill in the bay 
is in limbo. 

A whale which was captured at the same time 
and taken to Sealand of the Pacific by owner Bob 
Wright is pow out of the jiuisdiction of the province, 
he said.. 

But, accoiding to department minister Jack Rad- 
foid, the whale in Pedder Bay must be removed or 
released.

A brief submitted with the 
resolution stated: "Some 
.whales are killed by drowning 
in nets and others die soon 
after capture, apparently due 
to an inbillty to adapt to 
being penned. 

"In British Columbia and’ 
Washlngtcm state, 62 killer 
period 1962 to 1973. Of these, 
whales were taken during the 
50 were kept for oceanariums 
and 12 died during capture 
operations. Of the 50 animals 
sent to oceanariums, 27 have 
since died In captivity and ‘23 
remain a less-than-satisfac- 
tory survival rate by any 
standard." 

Bill Otway, executive direc¬ 
tor of the federation, said fol¬ 
lowing Radford’s announce¬ 
ment it was gratifying to see 
the provincial government 
showing Initiative in the mat¬ 
ter and he hoped the federal 
government w'ould follow this 
lead.

Since foe pill 
d^, in effect, act l^ stimu¬ 
lating conditions of preg¬ 
nancy, thiu discouraging ovu¬ 
lation, it is not surprising that 


such skin pigmentation Ir¬ 
regularity should occur with 
its use. A woman who has ex¬ 
perienced this discoloration 
during pregnancy should not 
use the "pill." 

Melasma that occurs In 
pregnancy will usually disap¬ 
pear after the birth takes 
place. For some reason yet 
unknown, skin changes with 
the use of the plU are more 
persistent, lasting often for 
years, as in your case. 

There Is not much really, to 
be done about It, although a 
cream of two per cent hydro- 
quinone has been tried with 
some success in lessening foe 
darkness of tiie discoloration.

Exit of Turner 
great concern, 
says Trudeau 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau described 
the resignation of Finance 
Minister John Turner as a 
matter of "great concern" 
Friday but offered no new 
insights about Turner’s rea¬ 
sons for leaving the cabinet. 

The prime minister reiterat¬ 
ed his belief that the resigns- 
tion, accepted Thursday In Ot¬ 
tawa, was unrelated to the 
economic problems Turner 
faced in his years in the fi¬ 
nance portfolio. 

"He certainly didn’t in¬ 
dicate he resigned because 
the economy was in an un* 
healthy state," Trudeau told a 
crowd of nearly 2,000 at a 
bear-pit session at Red River 
community college. 

One questioner asked about 
the possibility of Turner re¬ 
maining active in politics but 
with another political party. 

The prime minister ap¬ 
peared slightly puzzled by the 
query, but replied: "He said 
he w’anted to return to private 
life, and 1 respect that ... I 
believe what Mr. Turner 
says." 

The sessi<m was the first 
stop on a day-l(»ig visit to 
Winnipeg which also included 
private discussions with labor 
leaders, businessmen. Liberal 
party supporters and the ex¬ 
ecutive of the Canadian 
Ukrainian CcMnmittee. 

The visit, the first to Win- 
nifieg in nine mcmths, comes 
at a time of continued difficul¬ 
ties for Liberals in Manitoba.

LONDON (UPI) — BriUln 
announced Friday that its 
cost of living index has risen 
to a record 26.9 per cent, the 
highest inflation rate of any 
major western industrial na¬ 
tion. 

The previous high of 26.3 
per cent came In July, official 
figures showed. 

Main causes of the latest 
rise In the average price level 
were increases in the cost of 
milk, used cars, clothing, and 
some goods and services. 

These were offset partly by 
reductions in the prices to¬ 
matoes, potatoes and some 
other fresh vegetables, and 
the average charge for rent¬ 
ing television sets. 

Prices have jumped 26.9 per 
cent in the past year, with 
average earnings up 25.4 per 
cent in June, the latest month 
fdr which figures are avail¬ 
able. 

Price rises in the pipeline 
for September include ciga¬ 
rettes, rail fares, soccer 
match entrance charges, 
used cars. 

In October rises are due in 
postal charges, council house 
rents and winter coal charges. 

At the same time, there has 
been a big decline in the an¬ 
nual inflation rate. Ov'er the 
past three - months the rate 
has fallen from 25 per cent in 
May to 15.1 per cent in 
August.

O f THE SEVEN RIVALS who entered the race 
with Pierre Trudeau for the Liberal Party 
leadership in 1968 and the automatic elevation to 
the. office of prime minister, only one remains in 
government. Allan MacEachen, now minister of ex¬ 
ternal affairs, threw his support to Mr. Trudeau at 
a critical juncture In the balloting that hectic April 
night, and there has never been any question of his 
loyalty to his leader or his ready acceptance of Mr. 
Ti-udcau’s policy decisions. 

The same cannot be said for all the others. 

Eric Kierans, one of Canada’s leading econo-* 
mists, quarrelled bitterly with Mr. Trudeauls eco¬ 
nomic policies, resigned the communications port¬ 
folio in 1971 and stepped out of politics. 

J. J. Green, like Paul Martin, went to the 
senate. 

It was Joe Green who made the astonishing 
disclosure, while he was energy minister, that Mr. 
Trudeau censored evei-y piepaied speech by his min- 
istei-s, something even the late W. L. Mackenzie 
King would not have dared to do. j. 

Robert Winters, who surprisingly was Mr. 
Trudeau's closest pui^uer for the leadership!, de¬ 
clined to relum to the cabinet under the new prime 
minister. He died suddenly a year later. 

Paul Hellyer, who ran fourth in the leader¬ 
ship stakes, a power in the cabinet of the late 
Lester B. Peai'son and author of the controversial 
‘'unification” program for the armed forces, even¬ 
tually resigned from the ministry after a confron¬ 
tation over economic policy priorities and crossed 
the floor of the House. Accor^g tn Ottawa gossip, 


the two strong-willed characters were in almost 
constant conflict, and their association in cadtinet 
became impossible. 

By none of this disaffection was Mr. Trudeau 
visibly affected. 

Finally there was John Turner, third place fin¬ 
isher, a man of qualities that fitted him for leadei- 
ship of the Liberal Party better than any of the 
others. 

In was the rule of alternate leadership from 
English- and French-Canada which the Liberals 
find expedient that swung the convention, accord¬ 
ing to some astute observers. An Anglophile even 
though a bilingual Canadian successor to Mr. Peai'¬ 
son, would have alienated the Quebec voters, or 
enough of them to make the Liberal tenure of office 
too precarious to contemplate. And Mr. Turner, al¬ 
though his French is impeccable, has a distinctly 
English background. He was actually bom In Rich¬ 
mond, In the gentle Surrey counti'yride, of Engdl^ 
parentage. 

There has been no explanation as to why Mr. 
Turner abandoned his fruitless efforts to move the 
government to accept the necessity for draconian 
regulations in the current crisis. It can only be as¬ 
sumed that he realized Mr. Triideau was determined, 
to resist him, stubbornly clinging to the theory that 
only an improvement in worid conditions could res¬ 
cue the Canadian economy, and that it was useless 
to attempt to control the crazy wage and ^ce 
spiral. > 

Nothing, it seems, short of rebellion in his own 
parly, will move this arrogantly intransigent man.

Promises for protection 


tT took weeks of questioning by Opposition 
1 members in the House of Commons before a 
dear answer could be obtained this summer on the 
safeguards attached to Canada’s export of nuclear 
power plants and technology. Privy Council Piesi- 
dent Mitchell Shaip in his capadties as acting 
prime minister and acting external affairs minister 
on various occasions gave fuzzy replies and non¬ 
answers. But finally Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald came through. < 

Originally, in negotiating a contract to supply 
Argentina with a Candu nuclear reactor, Canada 
had only demanded inspection by the International 
Atohic Energy Agency. This was the same condi¬ 
tion that had been agreed to by India—and which 
failed to prevent India from developing its own 
atomic explosive “devioe” and thus b«x)ming a 
member of the nuclear-bomb club. But now, Mr. 
Macdonald told the Chmmons, Canada was insist¬ 
ing In negotiations with Argentina (and pi-esum- 
ably other potential buyers) that Candu reactor 
fuel not be reprocessed or transferred out of the 
country without Canadian approval and' super¬ 
vision. Without agreement to the new conditions, 
Canada would not supply a reactor. 

(It is from the spent fuel that plutonium, with 
which atomic weapons can be made, can be extract.^ 
ed in reprocessing.) 


There is still some feeling that although Cana¬ 
da is imposing the additional safeguard. It depends 
on pi-omises in the long run, and In a topsy-tui'vy 
world, where g^ernments are overthrown with 
some frequency, promises may not long be kept. 

The unhappy answer to this objection is that If 
Canada does not supply reactors, another country 
will, and perhaps with less protection. 

It is noteworthy, by way of example, that Ar¬ 
gentina’s rival state, Brazil, is buying nuclear 
power plants from West Gernrany, and not just the 
generators but a complete system: a plant for manu¬ 
facturing fuel ixids, and cooperation in producing 
enriched uranium fuel and in establishing a spent- 
fdel recycling pilot plant. This too is on the basis of 
what have been described as binding promises that 
go far beyond the requirements of the non¬ 
proliferation agi'eement on atomic weapons. Brazil 
has its own uranium supplies. 

Again, these are promises that could conceiv¬ 
ably one day be breken. But ^nn has attacked an 
American claim that Brazil will be able to manufac¬ 
ture nuclear weapons as a deliberate deception. 
And it is a final touch of irony that a writer In the 
West German magazine Inter Economics suggests 
the reason for the U.S. objection is that West- 
inghouse and General Electric want to monopolize 
the nuclear market.

The garrotting, Spain's tra- 
dltionai ineUiod of executing 
criminals, is Ilkety to be 
brought into use again this 
month. 

As a method of killing peo¬ 
ple. the iron collar vAxh the 
spiked svre\v is no more dds- 
gusting than the gallows, the 
guillotine, the electric ciiair 
or the gas chanibe:. It is 
probably quicker than death 
by a firing squad manned by 
nervous young soldiers whuse 
aim may be distorted by their 
emotions. 

The two young Basque ETA 
freedom fighters vAh not die 
before a firing squad. In 
Spain that Is still considered 
an honorable form of execu¬ 
tion reserved for officers and 
gentlemen. 'Hie young Basque 
Marxist patriots will be 
chopped — unless there is a 
last • minute- reprieve — by 
the method suitable for com¬ 
mon crimdnals, (Not. in prac¬ 
tice. that the death penalty is 
inflicted on common, as op¬ 
posed to political, criminals in 
Spain.) 

The tri^ of the two Basques 
may be compared w'lGi that of 
Sacco and Vanzetti as a pub¬ 
lic demonstration of revenge. 
It is a warning by an extreme 
right-wing power group which 
feels that its privileged posi¬ 
tion Is threatened by left-wing

Bui*go6 last month. Five regu¬ 
lar army officers, under Colo¬ 
nel Jose Urtubia, were ihe 
judge and jury.

Pedro Ruiz, pointed 
out that Otaegui was a 
member' of the propaganda 
branch of ETA and had 
“never carried a gun in his 
life.” Both lawyeni insisted 
that the two accused were 
completely innocent and were 
not present at the time of the 
murder.

The five officers retired to 
consider their verdict or 
rather, according to informed 
sources, await their orders 
from the government. And on 
August 29, in a dedskm which 
would be ludicrous were it not 
tragic, the military court pub¬ 
lished the verdict of guilty 
and pronounced the death sen¬ 
tence (m both accused.

Italy troubled 
with union unrest 


By FBANCIA ROBERTS from Rome 

A sudden wave of wildcat strikes has aroused fears here 
that Italy is facing a hot autumn of industrial unrest. During 
a month when traditionally tM nation lazes quietly on the 
beaches and forgets all iU troubles, there have been damag¬ 
ing work stoppages by airline piloU, rail workers, fenymen 
and garbage electors. 

It all adds up to a storm warning which politicians are 
now taking extremely sertouily. What makes these actions 
worrying is that they w’ere organized by small trade unions 
calling themselves ”But<Niomous” which do not belong to the 
giant union ctmfederations which control the vast majority of 
workers in this country. The three confederation s — the Com¬ 
munist-dominated OGIL. the left-wing Catholic OSL and the 
Socialist UIL have tor the past several years acted 
together as one body, an arrangement which has enabled the 
government to count on a disciplined work force behaving on 
tile whole in whaA is generaHly accepted as the “natifonai in¬ 
terest.” 

But over the past few months, breakaw’sy groups have 
been formed by specialist categories who feel that the giant 
unions are no longer looking after their Interests, 'their atti¬ 
tude seems on some occasions to be closer to that ol British 
trade unionists than to that of their Italian workmates — they 
declare a strike when they know It will hurt most, rather 
than when it will hurt least as do the omifederations. 

It hat come as something of a nasty shock to the Italians 
who are so tised to strikes which have little noticeable effect 
on their lives that a sudden outbreak of crippling stoppages 
was doubly unpleasant — particularly in what should have 
been the somnolent month of August 

There have been angry allegatlcms from mainstream 
trade unionists and the Communist Party that the “unof¬ 
ficial” strikes have been designed to discredit the union 
movement and increase the already considerable feeling of 
unease present In the country. 

★ ★ ★ 

Confederation spokesmen admit that they have not 
always done aU they could for their members in service In¬ 
dustries. “We have tended to concentrate too much on 
woricers in heavy Industry at the e:q>ens€ of non-industrial 
personned.” said a CGIL official. 

But l^y are anxious that the trend does not spread to 
such an extent that it recalls the anarchic days of the early 
1920s which brought BenitoMussoIinl to power. 

The rail strike and the ferrymen's stoppage at the begin¬ 
ning of August were bitterly criticized f<x‘ hitting principally 
at woricers either going on their holidays or returning from 
them, 'nie CGIIXUSL-UIL moootith has in the past been 
careful to arrange Hs etrlkes so aa to mdndmlze incon¬ 
venience caused to woridng-class comrades while maintain¬ 
ing pressure on the empioyers against whom the action Is 
taken. 

The coming autumn is wncMy expected to be ctifficult 
enough without the added complication of an undisciplined 
and potentially Moody-minded work force. Labor contracts 
affecting nearly 4 million workers come up for renegotiation 
during the next few months, and If the big unions feel they 
are being pressured from the grass roots the business of 
agreeing on new accords could be lengthy and painful. 

Add to this the near certainty that Sign^ Aldo Moro's 
minority coalition government will fall some time within the 
next four to six weeks and the Italian picture darkens still 
further. It is going to be a testing time for a nation which still 
has not come to terms with the fact that Its powerful Commu¬ 
nist Party is now in more of a position to call the tune than 
ev'er bettore.

Gtjbank ties its prime rale 
to a formula based on move¬ 
ments of'other short-term in¬ 
terest rates.

New Canadas 
hit 10 per cent 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral governments will offer 
bonds with a 10 per cent inter¬ 
est rate for the first time with 
the borrowing next month of 
$550 million in mid- and long¬ 
term bonds, the finance de¬ 
partment announced Friday. 

, The 10-per-cent rate will be 
offered on 20 -year bonds in a 
new issue to be dated Oct. 1. 
On the same date the depart¬ 
ment will issue 28-month and 
five-year bonds carrying 9 per 
cent interest. 

Further details of the non- 
callable Issue will ' be an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

A spokesman said the 10* 
per-cent interest rate is being 
offered in order to give the 
20 -year bonds "a realistic 
yield in terms of present mar¬ 
ket conditions and in relation 
to past government bond 
issues." 

On Aug. 15 the government 
extended a June 13, 1974, 
issue by selling bonds that in¬ 
cluded $249 million in 18-year. 


tw’omonth bonds at 9H per 
c«it. When sold at a price of 
$97.50 per $100 face value, the 
bonds had an average annual 
yield of 9.79 per cent to matu¬ 
rity. ^ 

The Bank of Canada will 
purchase a minimum of $250 
million of the new bonds, with 
the remainder available to 
private investors. 

The $550 million total will 
be used to cover $430 million 
in previous government bonds 
maturing on Oct. 1 and (or 
other general government ex¬ 
penses. 

The new issue will include 
9-per-cent bonds due Feb. 1, 
1978, with an option for the 
holder to exchange them, be¬ 
fore Oct. 31, 1977, for 9^i> 
cent bonds due Feb. 1, 1980. 

The 9-per-cent bonds due 
Oct. 1,19^) will be exchangea¬ 
ble in the first six months of 
1980 fw 9U per-cent bonds to 
be dated Oct. 1.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes' 


N^Tien we are engaged m 
scattering fertilizer or spread¬ 
ing manure around a plant or 
tree, one common mistake 
tvw the moet experienced 
gardeners make is to concen¬ 
trate the goodies close up 
around the main stem, forget¬ 
ting that the really active por^ 
ti<m of the roots Is the tips, 
and th^ extend quite a dis¬ 
tance out from the centre of 
the plant. 

I thought I knew the habits 
of my plants pretty well, but 
my eyes were opened on two 
occasicMU during the past 
growing season. 

The first was a plant of the 
hybrid zucchini squash called 
^ack Jack, a prc^iglous pro¬ 
ducer. All the bush-type 
squash varieties are plants of 
enormous vigor, so in putting 
down a surface mulch of old 
manure over the roots, I ex¬ 
tended It in a circle a good 
three feet out from the centre 
of the plant. 

You can imagine my sur^ 
prise, then, while scuffling off 


Jack 


weeds in the space ^iftween 
the circles of mulch, I found 
the whole area filled with 
squash roots. I measured the 
distance through curiost^, 
and found some of the white 
root tips five feet, eight 
inches from the centre I 

Away do^Ti at the far end of 
the garden we have a few an¬ 
cient rhubarb plants whi<^ 
have been shamefully neglect¬ 
ed. for there it never enough 
manure to go round, and tlie 
poor old rhubarb always gets 
the short end of the stick, 
with the precious stuff going 
to the more glamorous sub¬ 
jects. The plants have always 
cr(^>ped well, though, even 
though they have never been 
fed at all. producing thick, 
juicy sticks of excellent fla¬ 
vor. 

I know now how that rhu¬ 
barb got its food. Only last 
week I w*as cleaning up the 
remains of a two-yeaiwiki 
compost heap, and after rak¬ 
ing up and barrowing away 
the last of the compost. 1 


pricked over the site with the 
garden foilc in preparation for 
a new heap. 

Just under the surface of 
the sdl, I ran across the un¬ 
mistakable thong-like roots o< 
rhubarb, and the nearest 
plant was almost 12 feet 
away! It is oibvious that In its 
impov'erished soil the rhu¬ 
barb roots had kx'ged tar and 
wide in search of nourish¬ 
ment. and had encountered 
and exploited the rigb nu¬ 
trient jukes draining from 
my compost heap. 

Manure and fertilizer — and 
water — should always be ap¬ 
plied where the active root 
tipe can make use of it Mind 
you, 1 am not suggesting for a 
minute that manure should be 
spread in a 12-foot radius cir¬ 
cle around every rhubaih 
plant, for the roots wouldn’t 
have travelled that distance If 
the plants had been fed in 
normal fashion. 

The point I am making, 
though, is that far too much 


water, manure and fertilizer 
is being wasted by applying 
the stuff too close, where 
there are no active- feeding 
roots. 

With most plants, shrubs 
end trees, you can get a fair 
Idea of where the feeding 
roots lie by studying the 
shape and habit of growth, for 
the greatest number of active 
root tips will be where rain 
drips off the plant. Where 
branches extend horizontally 
or tend to droqp slightly dow- 
ward, the place to apply un- 
trients and moisture is in the 
drip area under the branch 
tips. Mother Nature* isn't such 
a fool as to place active feed¬ 
ing roots under an umbrella 
of leaves where no natural 
rainfall can penetrate. 

Plants and trees with up¬ 
ward-reaching branches or 
leaves tend to channel the 
rainfall inward toward the 
main stem or trunk. Such 
plants usually have a much 
more compact and deep- 
plunging root system. 


My display of Irish bulls the other 
day was encouraged several readers to 
bring their own bulls out of pasture, 
and a fine lot they are. 

A bull, it may be remembered, is 
one of those engaging miscarriages of 
English that occur when a person 
means to say one thing but accidentally 
says something self-ccmtradictory and 
absurd; and an Irish bull, widely re¬ 
garded as the best kind, has been de¬ 
fined as a bid! that Is pregnant. 

'T have for many years been an ad¬ 
mirer of the Irish bull.” writes Bob 
Aberne^hy at NBC news. "Once an 
Irishman in London went up to the 
railroad ticket widnow’, breathlessly, 
and said, ‘I suppose the next train for 
Reading has left already?’ ” Aber- 
nethy also recalls a day he and his wife 
were taking a bus tour of Dublin. "As 
we passed the Dail, the Parliament 
building, the guide exfdained, 'The back 
of that building is in the front, and 
you're looking at the other side of it 
now.' 

“My favorite, I guess,” Abernethy 
adds, “is attributed to an Irish politi¬ 
cian in the heat <A debate who shwted, 
T’m not a Wrd—I can’t be in two places 
, at once.' ” 

Karin Franks also offers a genuine 
Irish bull that was inspired by a rugby 
game at Trinity College In Dublin. 
“Suddenly the ball landed in the grand¬ 
stand. There w’as a little delay. The 
boys called The ball! The ball!’. A 
voice from the'grandstand called back. 
‘To hell with the ball, get on with the 
game!’ ” 

“I deny they’re Irish,” writes 
Alfred Connor Bowman of Hermosa 
Beach, Calif., “until someone proven it. 
I regard them as, rather, part of the 
Yiddish tradition Eastern Europe, 


transplanted to the Brofcc and Brook¬ 
lyn. That’s where I met them, through 
the bountiful agency ot a Jewish head 
janitor who always had one to cheer me 
up when he rau^t me working late on 
Governor's Island. My favorttes in¬ 
clude ; 

“ I’d give my last ddlar to be a 
milli<M)alre ... ^tter toe well for 10 
years than sick for one day .. . Better 
to have a hundred friends than one 
enemy ... An old man should never be 
born...” 

Almost immediately after reading 
your column,” writes John Purtle, I 
read an ad (for a television set) which 
contained these sentences: The color Is 
unbelievable. You have to see it to 
believe it.’ ” 

“This morning at 6:30 a.m.,” writes 
Kal Hennacy of San Marino, “I read 
your article about bulls. This afternoon, 
when sending a check to my 8<m to aid 
him in hU travels in France, my closing 
line in the accompanying not was . . . 
‘Attaclied is a ch^ in the amount of 
3100. Please let me know if it doesn’t 
arrive'. Is that an Irish bull?” 

No, Mr. Hennacy, that is a San 
Marino bull. 

^'kegarding your suggestion that the 
way to spend a pleasant summer w*ould 
be to keep your ears peeled for bulls to 
milk,” wdrtes Carroll Carroll (no bull), 
may I add this; “A research project in 
Boston many years ago was designed to 
find out how the citizens felt about bulk 
milk vs. btAtled rmlk. The researcher 
wrote out her findings in clear. Palmer 
Method penmanship and handed it in to 
the typing pool. The result was a 7-page 
single-spaced document that was given 
a classic quality by the repeated refer- 
en'-e to something called bull milk.” 


*‘I thoroughly enjoyed your column 
on concepts that self-destruct,” writes 
Ed Deverill, a San Diego City Council 
administrative assistant, “and would 
like to contribute a local critter. Some 
years ago one of our more earnest 
councilman was struck by an innovative 
Idea fcH* cutting coats in the fine depail- 
ment. I^mayed by the high rate of 
false alarms, he recommended in a 
deadly serious memorandum, that the 
city manager ‘investigate the feasibility 
of using only obsolete fire equipment to 
answer false alarms.’ ” 

Donovan Roberts, a newspaperman, 
treasures his recollections of the late 
Frank G. Bonelli’s way with English. 
“These samples,” he writes, “may give 
you and the indifferent public some 
idea of the Bonelll touch. That is to say, 
the Italian input. 

“There w'as the m-casion when 
Frank wanted to praise his feUow ru- 
perviscM* for a job well done. This came 
out as his wish to praise the supen'tsor 
‘for the dogmatic way he pursued tJiis 
subject.’ 

“It must be understood that Frank 
did not knowlingly ^rr—he merely tried 
h> improve the available words." 

Roterts' favorite goes back some 
years to w-hen a presidential commis¬ 
sion on the drug traffic held a hearing 
in the supervisors' board room, and Bo- 
nelh. as chairman, gave them an ora¬ 
torical w-elcome. "I am sure," he con¬ 
cluded, “that this commission, wiU do 
an infimilesimal amount of good.” 

“You know something," says Ro¬ 
berts. “He wa.s exactly riglit,” 

I suppose Bcmelli's boners should be 
called malaprops. rather than true 
bulls. But why quibble? They are works 
of art, and ought to be remembered 
even if they’re forgotten.

NFL Bengals withhold 
union dues payment 


NEW YORK (AP) — Cin¬ 
cinnati Bengals players have 
written the National Football 
League Players' Association 
saying they are withholding 
their dues from the union 
until it makes gains toward a 
contract agreement with the 
league, it was learned Friday. 

The letter, sent to union 
head Ed (^rvey. also urged 
the union' to drop court suits 
attacking the NFL’s Rozelle 
rule and option clause. 

The letter, a copy of which 
was obtained by The Associat¬ 
ed Press, said “an over- 
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whelming majority” of the 
Bengals players had “agreed 
to pay $3(X). the equivalent of 
the NFLPA dues, Into an 
escrow account Into a Cincin¬ 
nati bank." 

(These monies will be re¬ 
leased to the NFLPA by a 
majority vote of the Bengal 
players when a positive direc¬ 
tion toward an economic 
agreement Is shown,” the let¬ 
ter said. 

“We are urging the leader¬ 
ship of the NFLPA to cease 
supporting litigation attacking 
the option clause. Rozelle rule 
and standard players’ con¬ 
tract if this Is what Is neces¬ 
sary to effect an economic 
agreement between the 
NFLPA and the NFL man- 
ageinent. . 

“We hope that a compro¬ 
mise of the freedom Issues 
can be effected, but the Ben¬ 
gal players are now most con- 
cenied with a satisfactory 
economic package.” 

The letter said the players 
were concerned that the 
league’s pension plan might 
terpiinate If a contract was 
not agreed upon by the end of 
the year. 

The league has oontinued 
payments for such things as 
insurance, but it has made no 
contribution to the pension 
fund since the union contract 
eTcpired. 14 nvmths ago. That 
is why the fund is in danger.

Unless management at the 
Vancouver post .office agrees 
to local demands concerning 
working conditions and union 
recognition, thf 1,500 inside 
postal workers there will 
strike, regardless of what 
hapfiens in naticsial negotia¬ 
tions, the uidon’a neticml 
director for the western re¬ 
gion told the Cokmist Friday 
ni^t. 

The local w^ be In a legal 
position to strike seven day* 
after federal conciliator Jeon 
Moisan completes his report 
on the disp^ between the 
unfion and the federal treasury 
board, which bargains na¬ 
tionally for the Post Office. 
Moisan must complete his re- 
j)ort by Oct. 3. 

A Vancouver strike would 
stop ail mail delivery to Van¬ 
couver Island, as. the Van¬ 
couver local also represents 
employees at the Vancouver 


airmail facility which routes 
mail from outside the prov¬ 
ince to the Island. 

Vandouver postal wm'kers 
have voted 93 per cent in 
favor of strike action and 
Frank Walden said that even 
if the Moisan report is accept¬ 
able to the membership, they 
will walk out unless loc^ 
issues are resolved.

Mrs. Hangodi says she's 
complained to the police on a 
couple’of occasions. 

She says she's now afraid to 
He on her sundeck because 
remarks \^uld be made by 
some of tne residents next 
door. 

/Simple things, like leaving 
her grandchildren alone in the 
house, now are worrying, she 
points out. 

Detox centre administrator 
Marilyn Ooede, hmvever, told 
the Colonist she knew nothing 
about such complaints. 

And she wondered wby the 
Hangodis had never come and 
talked to her about these al¬ 
leged goings-on. 

Mrs. Goede said .she’d onlv 
received one complaint and 


that was from a neighboring 
resident who phoned in to 
complain about being awa¬ 
kened at night by someone 
who wanted to know where 
the detoxification centre was 
located. 

Mrs. Goede also said there 
was no proof that the centre 
was involved at all. 

"Just because we are hero, 
they would say we wquld be 
■ the ones that did it . be¬ 
cause we are'here It's very 
easy to blame the residents in 
the house." 

As for late night sorties by 
the residents themselves, she 
noted: "They’re .sick people. 
Most of them tend to stay in 
bed.” 

In reply to Mrs. Hangodi’s 
suggestion that the centre be 
moved into the country and 
oi^t of a residential neigh¬ 
borhood. Mrs Goede said 
there has to be easy commu¬ 
nity access to the place. 

Besides, said Mrs. Goede. 
the area has R-S or Institu¬ 
tional zoning. 

Would she like a detoxifica¬ 
tion centre near her home? 
"Surei it M'ouldn’t bother me 
at all.” said the centre's ad¬ 
ministrator, who noted that 
I»eople were quicit to siy 
"great thing you’re doing but 
don’t do it next door to me." 

Mrs. Goede said she'd be 
very happy if the Hangodis 
paid the centre a visit and 
talked things over with her. 

Meantime, she said she’d 
look into a suggestion that a 
fence or some shrubbery be 
erected to’' give the Hangodis 
some privacy.

At the same time Williams announced government 
support f<»' a harbor design contest with six 8500 prizes 
for the best individual design ideas and four 51,000 
prizes for the best group design Ideas. 

The contest will be run by the Victoria branch of 
the Community Planning Association. 

Tlie association has asked for 56.000 from the pro¬ 
vincial government and 56.000 from the city of Victoria 
to promote the contest and provide tlie prize money. 

The contest will focus on two age groups, those 
over 18 years and those under 18. 

"We fully support the contest." Williams said. 
"And we hope the’city will, too. It could help us a great 
deal in generating Infiut and ideas for the land held by 
the Crown Devel<^ment Corp, in the Inner Harbor 
area." 

The information booth to be established in the 
Beanery will provide details of the crowii-owned lands 
and will also have staff available to record ideas for 
development fnwn the general public. 

The lands involved include former Canadian Pacific 
Railway lands on Belleville from the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite dock to the old CPR terminal building, the 
former Reid property on Wharf Street and crown lands 
west of the Johnson Street bridge. 

After the three month operation of the Beanery 
booth. Williams said, all ideas would be sifted and those 
considered worthwhile presented to the general public 
in the form of several options before a final decision on 
the development plan Is made. 

According to a community planning association 
member, Mbyot* Peter Pollen will be one of the judges 
for tot contest. 

The local association will meet with council next 
week* to find favor for the proposal and persuade coun¬ 
cil to split the .costs of the contest with the province, a 
spokesman said.

Tenants urged to submit 
to suite-lease test case

Tenants of the 128-8uite 
Villa Royale, 964 Heywood, 
were urged Friday by Vic¬ 
toria's MLA to offer them¬ 
selves as a "teat case" in 
their fight against conversion 
of the building to 99-year- 
iease suites. 

"The. legal case is pretty 
good — there is no ne^ for 
anyone to be frightened but It 
has to be tested," David An¬ 
derson told a tenants’ meet¬ 
ing. 

Last month they were of¬ 
fered the opportunity to pur¬ 
chase S^year leases for their 
suites. In a letter from real¬ 
tors Whyte a^d Gower, agents 
for the owners, they were as¬ 
sured of permanent rental oc¬ 
cupancy subject to the usual 
conditions. 

D. G. WTiyte of the realty 
firm told The Colonist Thurs¬ 
day his firm had no instruc¬ 


tion to sell any of the leases 
for the rental occupied suites. 
Apparently the firm is inter¬ 
ested only in selling those 
suites to their current oc¬ 
cupants and five vacant ones 
to the public. 

According to a Rentalsman 
spokesman the leases on the 
rental suites could be sold end 
the purchaser could insist 
upOT taking occupancy. 

It is this principle — is the 
leaseholder the owner of the 
suite?—that Anderson wants 
tested. 

Anderson said he had been 
assured by officials in the at¬ 
torney-general’s department, 


the Rentalsman's office and 
city hall that eviction of ren¬ 
tal tenants by lease holders is 
ccBilrary to the spirit of the 
Landlord and Tenant Act and 
they wanted it tested in the 
courts. 

He offered the tenants assis¬ 
tance in securing legal and fi¬ 
nancial aid in such a fight. 

"Don’i be fearful," he told 
them. 

"Let nobody get forced into 
signing or buying anything 
they don’t want to do." he ad¬ 
vised the tenants, many of 
whom had expressed concern 
during the meeting that they 
could be homeless.

The summer of 1975 has 
been, and still is, a beer 
drinker’s nightmare. 

Two Victoria pubs closed 
Thursday and several more 
will have to shut their doors 
this weekend as beer supplies 
dry up as a result of a strike 
by employees df Pacific 
Brewers Distributors. 

Even supplies of imported 
beer are beginning to d^line, 
Patrick Hungenberg. pres¬ 
ident of the Victoria branch of 
the B.C. Hotel Association, 
said Friday. 

"It's beer drinking 

weather." Hungenberg said, 
but that's little consolation to 
those, Victoria taverns which 
rely on Pacific Brewers Dis¬ 
tributors for fheir -stock of 
draught and bottled beer. 

The King's Hotel and King’s 
John Inn are expected to 
close this weekend, joining 
the West Wind, Red Lion, 
Century Inn. Gorge Hotel and 
Colwoc^ Inn which have al¬ 
ready shut down. 

The two-week-old strike by 
members of the Brewery 
Workers Union follows toe 
now-concluded work stoppage 
at Molson’s Vancouver brew¬ 
ery earlier this summer. 

Most Victoria pubs are 


served by Labatts. whose Vic¬ 
toria brewery is attempting to 
meet the demand. 

But while Labatts draught 
beer continues to flow, Liquor 
Administration Branch stores 
have priority for bottled beer 
supplies. 

Taverns that normally rely 
on deliveries by Pacific 
Brewers cannot accept La- 
batts shipments, Hungenberg 
said, because that would con¬ 
stitute strike breaking and 
make the business the target 
of union picketing. 

But it is doubtful that La- 
batti drivers would^ deliver 
beer to taverns that rely on 
Pacific Brewers because they 
also belong, to the Brewery 
Workers Union. 

The strike and t^sultant 
shortage is imposing particu¬ 
lar hardship on fliose bu¬ 
sinesses that don’t have an¬ 
other source of revenue, such 
as accommodation or a cock¬ 
tail lounge, Hungenl^rg said. 

He said taverns have been 
forced to layoff some staff, 
but at the West Wind, which 
he manages, employees have 
been put to work painting and 
gardening and doing other 
jobs.

PENTICTON (CP) - Op¬ 
position leader William Ben¬ 
nett said Friday .local govern¬ 
ment should share In the 
growth revenues of the prov¬ 
inces. 

Bennett was attending the 
final day of the annual Union 
of British Columbia Munici¬ 
palities convention where the 
725 voting delegates passed a 
resolution calling on the pro-

vincial government to give 
local ' governments a direct 
share in income and cor¬ 
porate tax revenue. 

The Social Credit leader 
said in an interview that mu¬ 
nicipalities should participate 
In the growth of the province, 
whether it is real or infla¬ 
tionary. 

•'While the' provincial! bud¬ 
get has doubled in the last 
three years, municipalities 
have only shared those reve¬ 
nues at an annual rate of 6 or 
7 per cent," Bennett said, ad¬ 
ding that local government 
has be'en hit with all the costs, 
of inflation without sl>aring in 
the resulting growth of reve¬ 
nue. 

By giving the municipalities 
a fixed percentage of income 
tax a ^ial Credit govern¬ 
ment would Include the mu¬ 
nicipalities in the growth ot 
the province and protect 
homeowmen who have been 
penalised by the current lack 
of revenue sharing, he said. 

The opposition leader said 
he hoped the three sides 
would oome together in the 
dispute that has caused accel¬ 
erating shutdowns in the 
forest Industry since the mid¬ 
dle of July. 

Asked how Social Credit 
labor policy would differ from 
that of the NDP gpvemmeni, 
Bennett said there are no 
easy answers to labor prob¬ 
lems. 

He said even the provincial 
labor minister had admitted 
he is reassessing his basic 
philo8<^y on collective bar¬ 
gaining. 

"Part the problem of la¬ 
bor • management relattofu is 
that there have been political 
parties who would use labor- 
managemerrt confrontations 
for political gain so they hav*c 
lYeen a jiart of buBding the 
types of confrontation w’p 
have in the province today."

Asked w’hether he would 
change the way the k.C.

MADISON, Wisconsin — 
Meal and dairy pi-oducts 
usually are the main source 
of daily protein. Dry beans 
hav'e long been recognized as 
a “next best” protein source. 

What many jreople don’t re¬ 
alize is that dry soybeans con¬ 
tain one and one-half times as 
much protein as other dry 
beans. 

This makes them a very 
practical product to use as a 
substitute for meat or to com¬ 
bine with meat as a meat ex¬ 
tender, and you can buy soy¬ 
beans at reasonable prices 
and in several forms. 

Fresh soybeans are on the 
market in l^ter summer or 
fall. They make a succulent 
vegetable. Dry soybeans are 
av’ullable the year around. 
Many homemakers also like 
to use soybean sprouts in 
salads or as a vegetable. Soy¬ 
beans will sprout quickly at 
home and they are available 
at health food stores and su¬ 
permarkets. 

Dry soybeans, sold by the 
pound in many food stores 
today, are (indirxg their way 
into a variety of popular fami¬ 
ly dishes. Among the many 
wa>'5 of using cooked dry soy¬ 
beans in a meal are — as 
baked beans. In combination 
hot dishes, in salads, chili, or 
as an extender U) meat loaf or 
hamburgers. 

Prepare dry soybeans for 
use in your favorite recipe the 
same way you would prepare 
other types of drj' beans. 
They need to be soaked and 
then cooked. 

Before soaking soybeans, 
sort them to remove disco¬ 
lored. cracked or .shrivelled 
beans. Measure and wash 
them thoroughly. Soybeans 
will appear small, but will 
swell during cooking. One cup 
of dry soybeans yields about 
2% cups cooked beans. 

To soaJc soybeans, use 4

texture and are more tender 
than products made with all¬ 
purpose flour. FVU-fat flour is 
the easiest type of soy flour to 
purchase at present. Because 
of its high fat content it needs 
to be stored in a cool, dry 
place to prevent it from be¬ 
coming rancid. 

Because soy flour doesn’t 
contain gluten, it cannot re¬ 
place all-purpose flour in bak¬ 
ing. Gluten, found in all-pur- 
I)ose flour, gives the type of 
structure North Americans 
like in baked products. You 
can, however, increase the 
nutritive value of baked prod¬ 
ucts by placing 1 or 2 table¬ 
spoons of soy flour in a mea¬ 
suring cup before filling it 
with all-purpose flour. Lower 
baking temperature slightly 
or shorten baking time, 
though, because baked goods 
made with soy flour brown 
quickly. 

Soy grits maybe served as 
a breakfast food. They’re av¬ 
ailable only in defatted form. 
They appear similar to soy 
flour In texture but are more 
coarsely ground. Prepare 
them according to instruc¬ 
tions on the -package. Store 
the uncooked soy grits In a 
cool, dry place. 

Here’s a recipe for salad 
using soybeans: 

THREE-BEAN 8AIJ%D 

1 cup dry soybeans, cooked 
and drained 

1 cup canned kidney beans, 
drained 

1 cup cann«i green beans, 
drained 

2-3 cup onion, thinly sliced 
% cup celery, thinly sliced

14 cup sugar 
H cup salad vinegar 

2 cloves garlic 

1 teaspoon salt 


14 teaspoon oregano 
14 teaspoon pepper 
Combine vegetables in a.

“I heard from people who 
had been baptized in the old 
church, some who had attend¬ 
ed Sunday school there, one 
who had taught there and 
from the family of Jennings 
Burnett, a former organist 
and choirmaster of the 
church," Baker said. 

The above photo w’as sent to 
the rector and was probably 
taken around the turn of the 
century. 

The present church was 
consecrated in 1924. In 1960. It 
was gutted by a fire. Restored 
as closely as possible to its 
former style, it was recon¬ 
secrated in 1964. 

Among present-day re¬ 
minders of die old Iron 
Church is the Benedicite. 
wTitten by organist Jennings 
Burnett. A canticle of praise, 
it is still sung at St. John's 
during Lmt and Ad\’ent.

VANCOUVER - Some 
landlords are getting around 
B.C.’s rent regulations by 
charging double rent for fur* 
nish^ suites, charges a uni¬ 
versity student bousing coun¬ 
sellor. 

Jeff Hoskins of UBC says 
students are being confronted 
with more gimmicks than 
ever by landlords evading the 
regulations- 

“We’ve seen furnished 
suites advertised for stu¬ 
dents," he said. ‘They charge 
one rent for the suite, which 
is covered by the act. and an¬ 
other for use of the furniture, 
which a|>parently isn’t cover¬ 
ed. 

"That’s why they can in¬ 
crease the rent to whatever 
the traffic will bear." 

He said some students are 
camping on the beach and 
others are living in a youth 
hostel because of the bousing 
idiortage. 

Apart from the shortage of 
accommodation, discrimi¬ 
nation and rent gouging are 
the two biggest problems fac¬ 
ing students. 

"One in five listings con¬ 
travene B.C.'s Human Rights 
Code,’’ said counseIk)r 
Stewart Savard. "Some land¬ 
lords will state, ’No Chinese’ 
or ‘white students preferred’ 
in direct contravention to the 
Human Rights Code. 

I.ake Sagaris, another coun¬ 
sellor, said some landlords 
are taking advantage of the 
housing shortage and charg¬ 
ing students exorbitant rents. 

“We know of one student 
who rented two rooms, with 
kitchen privileges, in a pri¬ 
vate home for $160." said Sa¬ 
garis.”7hen she learned the 
rooms had previously been 
rented for $90. 

"We advised her to see the 
Rentalsman." 

Sagaris said another land¬ 
lord with several houses in 
the city offered to set up 
army cots, as many as 15 or 
20. for accommodation. 

"He wondered if the $100 
per bed he intended to charge 
was reasonable," he said. 
“We told him to forget it."

A defender with a sterling 
trump holding should not try 
for niffs. Instead, his objec¬ 
tive should be to reduce 
declarer's trump holding so 
that declarer will lose control 
of the hand. 

Today's West had his mind 
on one track and the train 
was in a tunnel. West got 
more than the ruffs Tie 
bargained for white declarer. 
EUrl Jennings of Austin. Tex., 
cashed in on every oppor¬ 
tunity to score a douSled 
overlrlck. 

The bidding was highly 
competitive, but North s 
three spade bid was quite a 
stretch. Since South had not 
bid spades voluntarily over 
one no trump, his two spado 
bid was clearly a move to 
push the opponents one level 
higher. 

Had West led his long suit, 
declarer would have undoub¬ 
tedly gone down. After win¬ 
ning a high trump. West's 
continued heart leads would 
force either declarer or dum¬ 
my to ruff and declarer 
would have to be very careful 
not to lose control. 

But West wanted to score 
his small trumps and he led 
the singlotoR club Jack. 
Doclai er won the queen and 
led a low spade. West played 
low bravely (it would have 
been better to play a 
cowardly king), but declarer 
had heard West's double and 
he flew right up with dum¬ 
my's queen. 

A low club was led to 
declarer's ten and West gut 
one of his wishes — he ruffrt 
with a low trump. West found 
the heart switen. but it was 
too late. Declarer won in 
dummy and led another high 
club and discarded his heart 
loser. West ruffed again, but 
this time with one of his high 
trumps. In panic and in des¬ 
peration. West completed the 
travesty by switching to,the 
diamond queen, hoping for 
East to have the aco and 
jack. Itnfortunateiy for West, 
dwlarcr won with dummy's 
king, led a spade to crash the 
outstanding trumps, and 
cashed the remaining tricks 
Throe spades doubled and 
made with an overtrick.

Ottawa beaten 
to punch 
on whale ban

NANAIMO — Priceless sea 
otter pelts lured 18th-century 
merchants to British Colum¬ 
bia's coast but today’s profit- 
minded zoo and aquarium 
proprietors have discovered 
an even more valuable re¬ 
source — killer wheUes. 

Fetching prices of up to 
$100,000, the killer whale is 
becoming the feature attrac¬ 
tion at oceanaria all over the 
world. 

It's doubtful the killer whale 
will suffer the same fate as 
B.C.’s sea otter, driven to ex¬ 
tinction in the early 1800s. be- 
cuse the d^anadian govern¬ 
ment is tightening controls on 
trapping the huge mammals 
for public display. (The B.C. 
government Friday imposed a 
total ban on catching them). 

Canada’s western regional 
director of fisheries, under 
existing policy, made all deci¬ 
sions regarding hunting per¬ 
mits. Trapping expeditions 
were carried out only by ex¬ 
perienced crews and were clo¬ 
sely watched by the federal 
environment department. 

A new killer whale policy 
had been expected to be 
adopted by Ottawa within the 
next year with the possibility 
of a complete ban on captur¬ 
ing the animals. 

"The government is con¬ 
cerned that not too many be 
taken, that the herds not be 
depleted," said Mike Bigg, a 
marine mammologlst wnth the 
federal Pacific Biological Sta¬ 
tion at Nanaimo. 

Bigg, 35, heads a four-year 
program under which killer- 
while movements between 
Puget Sound and the Queen 
Charlotte Islands are moni¬ 
tored. The purpose of the 
project is to determine the 
population of the species so 
the government can decide 
whether they are being over¬ 
harvested. 

"There is nowhere else in 
the world, to our knowledge, 
that killer whales are so fre¬ 
quently seen by the general 
public," he said, "so It’s a 
rather unique species to this 
area.** 

The project so far has been 
successful but results were 
rather disappointing. It was 
originally thought there were 
several hundred killer w'hales 
roaming Canadar’s western 
seas but Bigg now’ estimates 
the total population at only 
200 to 250. 

"The first three years of 
our work Involved asking 
mariners to record sightings 
of killer w’hales in various 
parts of the province’s coastal 
waters and we derived ball¬ 
park figures of the abundance 
of the animal in the province 
on that basis. 

"But it’s not a particularly 
accurate • method so we 
weren't 100-per-cent satisfied 
with our results." 

The biological station sent 
out 16.000 questionnaires to 
B.C.'s various marine outlets 
each year from 1971 to 1973, 
asking boaters to watch for 
killer whales on specific days. 
About 500 replied. 

"We weren’t particularly 
confident at the time because 
it’s difficult for people to 
count these animals in the 
w’ater without e.xperience. So 
we wanted to refine our 
census techniques and this we 
did by luckily observing an in¬ 
dividual identifying mark on 
whales." 

It was found the whales 
could be distinguished by pe]> 
manent nicks on their dorsal 
fins. Bigg said, and in 1972 his 
etaff began photographing the 
fins. 

The photography technique 
was expanded in 1973 and the 
public was asked to telephone 
the biology station if whales 
.were spotted. Scientists would 
then' dispatch a boat to the 
area and pictures of the dor¬ 
sal fins would be taken. 

"From Aug. 1 to 10, 1974, 


we had seven boats stra¬ 
tegically placed. We had 
boats off Victoria in the Gulf 
Islands, Vancouver, Sechelt. 
Denman Island. Campbell 
River. Stuart Island and John¬ 
stone Strait, so we were real¬ 
ly covering a big area." 

A total of 90 whales were 
seen during that period and 
there now are observers locat¬ 
ed along various parts of 
B.C.'s coast who will continue 
to report sightings until the 
end of 1975 when the project 
ends, he said. 

Although the government 
was worried that killer whales 
may become overexploited, 
he said, there was some edu¬ 
cational value to confining the 
creatures in aquariums. 

The killer whale population 
off the B.C. coast is the 
highest in the eastern Pacific 
Ocean yet little is known 
about their b^tavior and ca|^ 
tive whales offer some okxrv 
tunity for research. 

The Pacific Bicdogical Sta¬ 
tion team had learned, 
through its open-ocean stu¬ 
dies. that killer whales travel 
in pods, or families, of about 
15 animals. Pods do not as¬ 
sociate with one another ex¬ 
cept occasionally to hunt to¬ 
gether for food such as other 
sea mammals, including 
whales of larger species. 

While they travel great dis¬ 
tances, they don't migrate 
and some p^s confine them¬ 
selves to specific territories. 
For example, one pod jn®y b® 
sighted only in Georgia Strait 
while another may remain in 
the Puget Sound area. Others 
may be spotted anywhere be¬ 
tween Victoria and Barkley 
Souno, on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

There has never been a 
case of a human or a boat 
being attacked by killer 
whales, he said, and a recent 
upsurge in the number of 
boaters in B.C. appeared to 
have little or no effect on the 
animals' behavior. 

The species, by law, is pro¬ 
tected from harassment but 
some $riip,les caught for public 
aquariums have been found to 
have bullet wounds. 

Among those anxious for 
the results of the biologlc.'il 
station's study is the 18.000- 
member B.C. Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion. 

The federation, comprising 
more than 100 fish and game 
clubs, passed a resolution la.st 
May asking the federal gov¬ 
ernment not to issue any cap¬ 
turing permits until studies 
have shown that the killer 
whale population can support 
the fishery. 

The resolution, which won 
an award for the best present¬ 
ed to the May convention, 
also calls for "more humane 
and safe oceanariums" to 
confine the creatures. 

A brief submitted to the 
membership with the resolu¬ 
tion ^aid: "A healthy young 
animal now is valued at be¬ 
tween $50,000 and $KK),000. 
Unfortunately, present meth¬ 
ods of capture and present 
oceanarium tanks both leave 
much to be desired. 

"In British Columbia and 
Washington stale. 62 killer 
whales were taken during the 
period 1962 to 1973. Of these, 
50 were kept for oceanariums 
and 12 died during capture 
oMratiims. Of tite 50 animals 
s^t to oceanariums, 27 have 
since died in captivity and 23 
remain — a less-than-catisfac- 
tory survival I'ate by any 
standard. 

"Quite aside from the abili¬ 
ty of the population to sustain 
itself, one must question the 
morality of the practice of 
capturing and penning these 
magnificent animals at 
all . . . Perhaps we should be 
content to see these animals 
as we commonly do, in their 
wild state, and refrain al¬ 
together from our attempts to 
hold them In captivity."

Community oops cope with 
contemporary social problems 
in Sidestreet, a series of 
eight, full-hour film dramas to 
be seen Sundays on the CBC 
televisicm network starting 
Sept. 14. 

In the premiere episode by 
Tony Sheer, titled The Hold¬ 
out, Inspector Alec Woodw’ard 
(Sean McCann) and Sergeant 
Johnny Dias (St^ihen Mar- 
kle) of Metro Toronto’s com¬ 
munity services police divi¬ 
sion are faced with the un¬ 
scrupulous tactics of a land 
dex’eloper trying to o u s t a 
widow from her home. 

The woman, played super¬ 
bly by Ruth Springford, is the 
last hold-out preventing the 
developer (who ne\'er appears 
personally cm the scene but 
has a ruthless agent and a 
shady rent collector do his 
dirty work) from demolishing 
a group of old houses and 
erecting a highly profitable 
new development. The block¬ 
busting tactics targeted at the 
d^iant widow' “My hus¬ 
band died in tiiis house, ahd 
so w’Ul I ...*' — are broi^t 
. to the attention erf Woodward 
and Dias who attempt to put a 
stop to tlie harassment. 

Despite the best efforts of 
the two police officers, the at¬ 
tacks increase in ferocity and 
the courageous hold-out winds 
up in hospital. 

A ' sub-plot neafly woven 
through story involved a 
young Pakistani couple be¬ 
friended by the widow’. Their 
illegal status in Canada is 
knowo to the developer’s con¬ 
niving rent collector (played 
by Jon Granik) w*ho uses this’ 
information to collect black¬ 
mail payments in addition to 
the rent. 

Larry Reynolds turns in a 
first-rate supporting perform¬ 
ance as a former top reporter 


fallen on evil days. The ex- 
joumalist, now a confirmed 
w’ino and superintendent of a 
slum rooming-house, 
witnesses an attack on ti^ 
hcrid-out but is reluctant to 
come forward with testimony 
identifying the assailants. 

The Hold-out. like aU Sides¬ 
treet episodes, is filmed both 
in studio and on location 
throughout Metro Torcxito, ad¬ 
ding an extra degree of au¬ 
thenticity to the tightly writ¬ 
ten and perfonned teleplays. 
The Hold-out includes a ter¬ 


rifyingly realistic fire se¬ 
quence when one of the slum 
buildings is accidently razed 
and Woodward and Dias risk 
their lives attempting to res¬ 
cue the unfortunate tenants. 

'Ihe community-cop heroes 
of the eight fuU-hour CBC-TV 
drama series aren’t super 
cops. As riewers will discov¬ 
er, sometimes 'Mr. Big’ 
eludes their best efforts. But 
Woodward and Dias i^ill pro¬ 
vide Canadian view’ers 
ly-drawn portrayals of dedi¬ 
cated (rfficers investigating 


such real-life social problems 
as rape, loan-sharking and or^ 
ganized juvenile crime. 

And a note to those viewers 
weary ol explicit scenes of 
gore, bnitaliQ' and mayhem 
on ^ir screens: there’ll be 
no '\'iolence for the sake of \i- 
olence’ on Sidestreet! 

Sidestreet is put together by 
CBC-TV’s drama department, 
headed hy John Hirsch. Exec¬ 
utive producer is John Ross 
and producer is Brian Walker. 
Richard Gilbert directed the 
^isode entitled The Hold-out. 


93 Years Later ... a Saint 


As Elizabeth Ann Seton, 
North America’s first Saint, is 
canonized at St. Peter’s Basil¬ 
ica in Ronie by Pope Paul VI. 
on Sanday, September 14. 
CBS News w*!!! review* her life 
in early America and her 
journey to sainthood, in "Eli¬ 
zabeth Ann Seton: American 
and Saint", on "Lamp Unto 
My Feet", that same day. 

The effort to recognize EHi- 
zabeth Arm Seton as a can¬ 
didate for sainthood w*as 
begun in 1883, even though 
she was bom in 1774 arxl died 
in 1821, notes producer 
.Chalmers Dale. It wasn't until 
1963 that she was beatified, a 
major step towards sainthood. 


Elizabeth Ann Seton helped ^ 
bring about . important 
changes in her church arid 
country, the broadcast re¬ 
counts. She founded the first 
Catholic Free School (the be¬ 
ginning of Americcm parochi¬ 
al education) and formed a 
community of w’omen. the 
first American congregation 
of the Sisters of Cbarit>’. 

The broadcast will recall 
Elizabeth Ann Seton’s life 
through dramatic readings of 
her diao'i early American re¬ 
ligious music and historical 
pictures of her family and the 
areas (New York, Maryland 
aiMl Pisa, Itab') where she 
lived.

Significant places in her life 
in Emmltsbusg, Md., will be 
shown, including the primitive 
stone house in which she lived 
during her first year, 1809, in 
that rillage; the white house 
where she moved a year lat^ 
and where she died in 1821; 
and the cemetery where two 
of her five children are 
buried. Also shown is the mu¬ 
seum with its mementos of 
her life following her hus- 
baiMi’s death, and both before 
arui after her conversion to 
Roman Catholicism. 

Videotaped excerpts of the 
actual canonization in Rome 
will also be included in the 
broadcast.

Tribute to Shadow Catcher 


Edward S. Curtis: The 
Shadow Catcher, a film re¬ 
tracing the steps of pioneer 
photographer E d w a r4 S. 
Curtis, adapts much of Courtis’ 
•sensitivity with a box camera 
and glass plate to modem cin¬ 
ema methods. It will be 
screened Monday at 8 p.m. on 
Channel 9. 

Curtis spent more than 30 
years of his professional life 
filming, photograitoing and re¬ 
cording the tales of American 
Indians, in an effort to pre¬ 
serve a culture he bellA^ed 
doomed. Tlie Shadow Catdier’s 


cinematographers believed 
that they had a responsibility 
to see their subjects just as 
Curtis saw tliem, and to pre* 
sen-e Curtis’ record. 

Judging from ttic public re¬ 
sponse when this film . was 
first shown on Channol 9, the 
production team headed by 
Teri McLuban succeeded in 
their goal; viewers expressed 
appieciation for the show 
which they described as both 
a tribute to Curtis’ work and 
a monument to t h e Indian 
past. 

Called the Shadow Catcher 


by Indians who realized his 
dependence on light and shad¬ 
ow, Curtis began pho¬ 
tographing Indians In the 
Puget Sound a r e a in 1896. 
Later, after excursions 
through the Southwest, Curtis 
returned to this region to 
stage his only dramatic film 
— The Land of the Head¬ 
hunters. 

For this movie Curtis em¬ 
ployed Kwakiutl Indians, 
directing them to act out 
ancestrai ceremonies u4ii(^, 
In 1914, had already been 
droi^^ed from their lives. 


The footage of this movie Is 
Include along with inter-. 
views with some of the In¬ 
dians who appeared ih It In 
retracing the film’s action — 
as In recreating other phases 
of CXirtis’ life — the modem 
camera crew manages to 
make the viewer feel right in 
the midst of the action as if 
history were repeating itself. 

In trying to duplicate many 
of Curtis’ efforts, Robert 
Fiore, associate producer and 
cinematographer the movie 
discovered that many Indians 


today have the same unea¬ 
siness toward the cameras as 
they did in Curtis’ day. As A. 
D. Coleman noted in his study 
of Qirtis, "wliUe the Indians 
Curtis i^iotograitoed have 
overcome their original super- 
stltiiHi regarding the camera, 
these superstitions had been 
replaced, quite sensibly. w*ith 
suspicion of the motives of the 
photographers, who persisted 
in streaming through their 
world and invading their pri¬ 
vacy."

Dramatic Reconstruction 
Of Trial That Split U.S. 


“The Chicago Qmspiracy 
Trial,‘t termed by one news¬ 
paper as a “sharp reminder 
that the basic rights of free¬ 
dom of speech . . . must be 
guarantee above.every other 
right Americans enjoy,” re¬ 
turns to Channel 9 September 
17 at 9 p.m. 

This play is a dramatic re¬ 
construction of a trial that 
symbolized a split in the 
American spirit of 1968. On 
trial wfere eight alleged “radi¬ 
cal leaders.” charged with 
conspiracy following the vio¬ 
lence in Oricago during the 
Democratic convention. 

Battle lines were being 
drawn bofbre the convention 
Martin Luther King end Rob¬ 
ert Kennedy had b^n assassi¬ 
nated. Mayor Daley had issued 
his infamous order to “shoot 
to kiil” rioters. Anti-war 
protestors were fighting Pre¬ 
sident Jolmson’s Vietnam War 
policies both within the sys¬ 
tem an(l without. 

The 1968 Convention was a 
logical focal point for all this 
energy and bitterness. Protes¬ 
tors made plans to demon¬ 
strate during the conventkm, 
and Daley made his plans — 
to call up 12,000 policemen, 
6,000 National Guardsmen, 
and 6,000 regular troops. The 
riots that ensued polarized the 
nation: many riewers and 
participants became radica¬ 
lized, while other Americans , 
blamed the news media for 
creating the entire event. 

Although some studies la¬ 
beled the chaos “a police 
riot,” eight protestors — 
ranging from Pacifists to Yip- 
pies — were arrested and

charged with ctmspiracy. 
Their trial was as controver¬ 
sial as the violence that had 
preceded it

"I know there is humor in 
the lives of divorced persons, 
even if they can’t always see 
it. The big struggle is being', 
akxie. We tackle that problem 
on the show and make it pain¬ 
fully funny. 

"It’s a new condition to di¬ 
vorced people. No one I knew 
is comfortable with loneliness. 
The new-found freedom Is 
great, but there is a void too. 

"Our show treats divorce 
entertainingly without making 
any real social c<Hnment. 

"Fay was married right 
after she left school. For the 
first time she finds herself on 
her own — earning her own 
money, living in her own 


apartment, dating other men. 
I e)q>erienced the same things 
on a personal level.’* 

Lee, now hai^ily remar¬ 
ried, had her ohoioe ot a 
dozen television series. She 
turned down the others be¬ 
cause they offered tired old 
formats. 

"This one is breaking new 
'ground," she said. "It’s sti¬ 
mulating. It brings something 
fresh to viewers and perform¬ 
ers. 

"We are very far frwn the 
cliche sitcoms like ‘Father 
Knows Best’ of The Dorma 
Reed Stow’. 

"Bef(u« this series came 
along I’d taken an option cm a 
movie about a divorced 
woman. It was a drama. But I 
think the best way to handle 
di\'orce is to infuse pec^ie 
with the ability to laugh at 
themselves. That’s heslthy. 


"The show was conceived 
by a wx)roan, Susan Harris, 
who is also our chief writer. 
She went through this whole 
thing herself. Many ot the 
scripts are taken from her 
own life." 

Lee is concerned "Fay" 
will gain a reputation for be¬ 
ing femaleKMiented. She says 
it conaiders the pMghft of (h- 
vorced men too. 

Fay has off-camera affairs 
which Lee considers impcH> 
tant to the believability of the 
character. 

"Dating other people is part 
of the divorce experience," 
she said. "It wasn't until I 
was separated from my first 
husband that I met other 
men. I learned it isn't just 
women who are afraid of 
being hurt again. 


"There’s no sense hiding 
the divnree facts erf life from 
viewers. The marriage con¬ 
tract doesn't mean a mar¬ 
riage is forever. After all, It’s 
a state contract It’s not iron¬ 
clad. 

"And dIvcHTe doesn’t mean • 
the principals will never see 
one another again either. 
sees a lot erf her ex-husband in 
the show. It provides part of 
the ctxnedy. 

"We’re on at 8:30 when kids 
are still watching the tube. 
Children are as much or more 
victims of dlvc^ce as their 
parents. They should see the 
humorous aspects too." 

Some 40 per cent -of mar^ 
riages in the United States 
today end in divwce. If Lee 
captures a healthy ^re of 
those viewers her show couJd 
lead the ratings.
